Prior to attending the world 
convention, he will participate 
in the West Coast Convention of 
Science Fiction, which will be 
held in Los Angeles on May 
30-31 . 

The young translator 18 going 
to America on the invitation of 
Forrest Je Ackerman, noted 
novelist, critic and agent for 
novels, whose nickname is "Mr. 
Science Fiction." 

Yano became acquainted with 
Ackerman through his short arte 
icles, which appeared in Ameri- 
can magazines "Startling" and

Visiting the Mainichi Kobe

ning to be at Philadelphia. 

Write down your ideas today 
and send them directly to David 
Kyle, 300 West 67th Street, New 
York 23, N.Y., who is chairman 
of the sub-committee on the 
National Sponsoring Body. 

Dave, whose original resolu- 
tion was passed at Chicago for 
the creation of such a body, 
says: “Every person in fandom, 
regardless of his age or exper- 
lance, should make his ideas 
known to use If ever there was 
a time when a fan was needed by 
fandom and responsible for its 
progress, that time is now. 
Please don't delay. Write that 
long letter or that succinct 
postal card to us today. You 
will be our guide to the decis- 
ions that must be made."
